Plague Germs Instead of. Chol- 


era Serum Given. 


Visitor in Laboratory Changed Tnbes, 


Ten'Men Being: Inoculated With 


the Deadly Bacteria. 


MANILA,' Dec. 3.—An 
investigation 


made at Bilibiti, where ten prisoners who 
had been inocculated with cholera serum 
recently died, has disclosed traces of 
plague germs in. the dead bodies. No 
formal report on the result of the inves- 
tigation has been made and the govern- 
ment has reached no decision in the mat- 
tor. It is asserted that tubes containing 
plague germs and others filled with cho 
era serum, which are so much alike tha 
ii is almost impossible to distinguis 
them apart, were mixed in the labor: 
tory by a1 visitor who examined the pi 
gue germs, nnd by mistake placed the: 
in a-rack with the serum tubes. This 
said to have . occurred during the tern 
porary absence oi; Dr. R. P. Stron; 
the bureau.of science, who lias been con 
ducting experiments and ir.occulation 
persons with cholera serum to test r 
effacy.

Pittsburg Post: While we have been

When used 
as a medicine in many cases of derange- 
ment of health it is, like other chemical 
preservatives, 
often 
highly beneficial 


when properly prescribed by a competent 
physician. It is, when used in the food, 
at first, an. apparent stimulant, increasing 
the solubility and absorption of the. com- 
mon food elements from the alimentary 
canal. : 
. 


It soon/ .however, loses its stimulat- 


ing properties and becomes a depressant, 
tending to break down the tissues of .the 
body more rapidly than they aro built 
up. It" disturbs the metabolic processes, 
in most cases producing conditions which 
are not normal and which apparently 
are not beneficial. It has a .tendency to 
diminish the weight x>f the body and to 
produce a feeling of discomfort and mal- 
aise, which, while not marked, is distinct- 
ly indictative of injury. In,some cases 
these symptoms of malise approach ill- 
ness, and. while not always diagnostic 
are-sufficiently common;to unmistakably, 
point to the salicylic acid as their origin. 
It places, upon the excretory organs,, es- 
pecially the kidneys;, an additional burd- 
en which they are not able .to bear and 
which, cannot possibly result in any good,

THE .JUDGE .FOWLEK DECISION. 
The revised decif.ion in the labor case 


by Jucigo Fowler releases a. number'of 
defendants who if one judges- from a 
reading of a synopsis of the decision, 
have not been proven to have committed 
over acts. The court holds responsible 
as understood the officials of the Trade 
and labor council and the Bakers Union. 
These latter members of union labor be- 
ing closely related to the trouble, as be- 
ing the organization bringing on the boy- 
cott arc held responsible, but members of 
unions who have not 
been connected 


with open boycotting are not held re- 
sponsible and no judgment runs against 
them'.'.That is the court holds general 
members of the labor unions are not re- 
sponsible where no guilt is shown, but 
members and officials whose long con- 
nection with the Trades and Labor coun- 
cil as members or officials for long con- 
tinued membership in the Bakers Union 
'arn to be held responsible. 


By-this revised decision the mass of 


members of labor unions are 
relieved 


from operation of the judgment. 1 As to 
the officials of the central body it may 
be persumed that by virtue of their very 
position, they could nave advised 'the 
union of bakers not to commit overt 
acts, and that if they were inclined not 
to patronize the baker against whom 
they were directing their efforts to ruin 
that was their right, but it was not their 
right to prevail upon others to cease to 
patronize or to make threats however 
veiled against other men or merchants 
who sold to the plaintiff or bought of 
the plaintiff. This advice .seemingly giv- 
en did not come forth and nothing was 
done to prevail upon the baker.i to con- 
fine their boycotting to their own per- 
sonal rights :not to buy. At least this 
is .suppositional from a reading of tho 
first and second decisions. 


Certainly citizens may buy or not buy 


as minded from any merchant or do bus- 
iness between themselves, but it should 
not be a disputed question, that those 
who conspire or act in. such manner when 
disagreements occur between employer 
and employee, that the business of the 
employer is seriously interferred with, 
by force, by moral intimidation, 
by 


veiled threats, or any Improper means, 
that those who commit the damage 
ought to be willing to pay for their ac- 
tion, or if not willing, the law should 
assist in collecting from them. Those 
who ruin should pny. Then the question 
would come up how irmen Is it worth to 
organizations inimical to employers for 
grievances alleged or genuine, to wipe 
out the corporation, 
firm or business 


they have .contentions- with. Thus if it 
was deemed worth to the tmion the 
price of the establishment of the plain- 
tiff in this ease, that ho be.removed 
from the business field, is it not equit- 
able that the 
price should be paid.
